The Government of India in its Ministry of Labour & Employment had , by 
order No. 7 / 19 /65 - L R II dated 21st December 1965 , referred this case to me for 
adjudication . The issues settled as per Schedule appended to the Notifcation 
are these : 
( 1 ) Whether the demand of Shri P . Seetharamayya , Stenographer, Pay 

master s Office, Singareni Collieries Company Limited , Kothagudium , 
for being placed in the grade of Rs. 115 — 10 — 185 - EB - 71 - 200 as 

Senior Stenographer is justified ? 
(2 ) If so , to what relief is he entitled , and from which date ? 
This identical case was referred to my learned predecessor , Dr. Mir Siadat Alt 
Khan , by the Government of India in its Ministry of Labour & Employment by 
its order No. 7 / 19 / 65 -LRII dated 22nd November 1965 . Even by the date of this 
particular reference my learned predecessor had retired as Presiding Officer , 
Industrial Tribunal, Andhra Pradesh , on the afternoon of 19th November 1965 
when I took charge from him as such . By my letter No. B4 - 2957 /65 - 1 dated 24th 
November 1965 I intimated to the Government of India the fact of my succeeding 
Dr. Mir Siadat Ali Khan , and suggested that the Central Government Cases 
which had been referred to him may , if the Government of India so please , be 
referred to me atresh . In that letter I had given a list of the references made 
by the Government of India to Dr. Mir Siadat Ali Khan I could not mention in 
that list the earlier reference in respect of this case because the reference was 
received here on 27th November 1965 , that is, after I had written the above said 
letter to the Government of India . But however that reference was numbered 
here as I. D . No. 65 / 1985 . By its letter No. 7 / 33 / 65 -LRIT dated 31st January , 
1986 the Government of India in its Ministry of Labour & Employment withdrew 
Its references as per list submitted by me from Dr. Mir Siadat Ali Khan ond 
transferred them to me for adjudication . The letter from the Government of 
India does not naturally contain the reference under mention because it could 
not, for the reason stated by me, be mentioned in the list submitted by me on 
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24th November 1965 . But, however , the Government of India referred that cage 
to me by reference dated 24th December 1965 whereupon it was numbered as 
I. D . No. 1 / 1986 . 

2 . As pointed out in the paragraph above , I. D . No , 1 / 1966 is the same as I. D . 
No . 65 /65. It is only the case as per I. D . 1 / 66 that had been referred to me by 
the Government of India . The case as per I. D . No. 65 /65 was not referred to me 
by the Government of India . But as it continues to be on my Ale , I am just 
terminating the said reference . That would not matter because the reference 
which is subject of I. D . No. 1 / 68 is the same as the earlier reference . I will 
proceed to pass the following award in I. D . No. 1 / 66 . 

3 . The claimant- workman flled his statement of claims. The Management 
filed counter . When this case finally came up for enquiry on 9th December 1966 
the parties submitted that they wish to effect settlement and requested adjourn 
ment therefor . A memo embodying that desirable step was filed . The case was 
adjourned to this day , i. e ., 27th December 1966 . Mr. Ramakrishna Rao , the 
Assistant Personnel Officer is present and brought a Memorandum of Settlement 
entered into on 20th December 1966. It is subscribed to by Mr. S . K . Srinivasan , 
General Secretary of the Singareni Collieries Mazdoor Sangh and by Mr. K . $ . 
Dass , Joint Secretary of the said Sangh . On behalf of the Management three 
persons subscribed to it . They are Mr. Vasudevan , Mr. N . Bhaskara Chari and 
Mr. M . V . Ramakrishna Rao who are respectively Deputy General Manager , 
Chief Personnel Onicer and Assistant Personnel Officer . Two witnesses have also 
subscribed to it . They are Mr. S . Somaraju and Mr. Ch , Satyanarayana. The 
Memorandum of Settlement in question is accompanied by a covering letter in 
which it is stated that the dispute has been amicably settled , and it is prayed 
that an award may be passed in terms of the Memorandum of Settlement. It 
is signed by Mr. Srinivasan and Mr. Dass for the claimant and by Mr. Vasudevan , 
Mr. Bhaskara Chary and Mr. RamakrishnaraO for the employers .

By Order No . 6 / 36 /65 -LRII dated 30th August 1965 , the Central Govern 
ment referred for adjudication an industrial dispute between the employers in 
relation to the Toposi Colliery , Dt. Burdwan , and their workmen in respect of 
the subject matter mentioned in the following scheme: 
" Whether the dismissal of Shri Raju Mahato, Pick Miner of Pits 8 and 9 

of Toposi Colliery , with effect from the 25th November 1964 was an 
act of victimisation by the management ? If so , to what relief is the 

workman entitled ? " 
2 . Raju Mahato was a pick miner employed at Pits 8 and 9 of Topoși colliery . 
According to the management on 5th November 1964 during the first shift , Raju 
Mahato was detected cutting a pillar towards the beginning of the shift and 
the Overman asked him not to do such an illegal act but to cut coal from the 
working face allotted to him . At about 3 P . M . he was again found cutting the 
pillar and thereupon he was reported against and a chargesbeet dated 6th 
November 1964 was served on him . Raju Mahato gave a reply on 7th Novem 
ber 1964 wherein he denied the charge of cutting any pillar and stated that he 
was always cooperating with the management and the officers, the latter state 
ment being in reply to the charge of wilful insubordination . The manage 
ment did not consider the reply satisfactory and fixed 13th November 1964 at 
8 - 30 A , M . for an enquiry by Shri K . Dey , Asstt. Manager and Shri D . N . Kar , 
Labour Welfare Officer. An enquiry was held accordingly by the above men 
tioned ofcers who submitted their report on 20th November 1964 Anding that 
the charges were proved and recommending dismissal. The manager for 
warded the report to the Director for his approval, and after obtaining approval 
from the Director , he passed an order of dismissal on 25th November 1964 . 
Raju Mahato represented the matter to Shri Robin Chatterjee, Vice - President 
of Colliery Mazdoor Sabha of which he was a member . Robin Chatterjee sent 
a complaint to the Conciliation Officer ( C ) , Raniganj on 1st December 1964 
about the dismissal of Raju Mahato alleging that the dismissal was wrongful 
and was victimisation for the trade union activities of Raju Mahato . The effort 
at conciliation however failed and so the matter is now before the Tribunal. 

3 . The case of the union is that Raju Mahato was a leading member of the 
union , the Colliery Mazdoor Sabha at Toposi colliery and he joined other pick 
miners in filing petitions to the Manager and to the Labour Inspector and other 
Government authorities about the grievances of the pick miners of Topogi 
colliery , e . g ., existence of black stone. mixed up with the coal in Pits 8 and 9 
and reduction of wages of pick miners on account of deduction for the stone 
chips found mixed up in the coal ; non - supply of free picks by the manage 
ment to the pick miners ; non payment for lead and empty pushing and so on ; 
and that the management was, therefore displeased with him and other lead 
ing union workers, and that in persuance of a policy of getting rid of such 
workers , the management served a false chargesheet on the workman and dis 
missed him and this constituted victimisation . The union further alleged that 
the domestic enquiry was not held properly in accordance with the principles 
of natural justice. 

4 . Ext. 6 is a letter from Raju Mahato and 3 other pick miners addressed 
to the Manager, Toposi colliery , complaining about the non - supply of measure 
ment slips mentioning the lead and empty pushing. This complaint is however 
dated 7th November 1964, i. e ., when the chargesheet dated 6th November 1964 
had already been served on Raju Mahato and therefore the complaint has little 
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value. Ext. 7 is another petition by Raju Mahato addressed to the Manager 
dated 9th November 1964 which still later. Ext. 8 is only earlier petition dated 
17th October 1964, about the grievances of pickminers which Raju Mahato joined 
other pick miners in addressing the Conciliation Omcer ( C ) , Raniganj. This 
was a complaint about non - supply of picks by the management. It appears that 
about the matter of free supply of picks by the management to the pick miners , 
a complaint was made by the union to the Conciliation Officer ; but, as the union 
could not establish any previous practice of free supply of picks the Concilia 
tion Officer refused to take any action . There is no reason to think that because 
Raju Mahato joined in Aling the petition Ext. 8 , the management liad any parti 
cular grievance against Raju Mahato . 


5 . On behalf of the manegement, Shri D . N . Kar, Labour Welfare Officer, 
who was one of the two persons holding the enquiry , deposed as a witness . He 
stated that the domestic enquiry was properly conducted in the presence of 
Raju Mahato ; that the depositions were taken down in the presence of Raju 
Mahato , before the Enquiring Officers, by Shri Sadhan Chowdhury , a clerk and . 
that the statements were explained in Hindi, and that Raju Mahato was given 
opportunity to cross examine the witnesses ; that Raju Mahato s statement was 
recorded in Bengali script but in Hindi in his own words as far as possible , 
and further on behalf of Raju Mahato two defence witnesses namely Mohd . 
Mia and Sitaram Pasman , were examined . The record of the domestic enquiry 
is Ext. A . The enquiry report marked Ext. 9 shows that 4 witnesses were 
examined for the management, namely P . K . Goswami, Overman , N . N . 
Goswami, Mining Apprentice , Anil Bowri, Balling Mazdoor and Dhanu Rawani, 
Pump Khalasi. The record , Ext . A , however, as proyed before the Tribunal 
by Shri D , N . Kar, contained the statements of P . K . Goswami, N . N . Goswami 
and Dhanu Rewani on behalf of the management, apart from the statements of 
Raju Mahato and his defence witnesses Mohammad Mia and Sitaram Pasman . 
Accordingly the management was asked , after the arguments had been com 
pleted , to produce the record of the statement of Anil Bowri, if available . Such 
record was produced on behalf of the management on 3rd January 1967. Shri 
Parimal Das Gupta appearing on behalf of the union Aled a petition objecting 
to Anil Bowri s statement being admitted at the late stage and suggested that 
the statement might have been taken subsequently as Anil Bowri is still in the 
service of the company . The statement was however admitted subject to objec 
tion . If Anil Bowri had not been examined at all, there is no reason why the 
Enquiry report should have mentioned him as one of the witnesses of the 
management and also contained a summary of the statement made by him . 

6 . Apart from the statement made by Anil Bowri. there is the evidence of 
P . K . Goswami and N . N . Goswami as well as of Dhanu Rewani that Raju 
Mahato was seen cutting a pillar and that when N . N . Goswami found him 
nçutting the pillar at about 3 PM , of 5th November 1984 and protested , Raju 
Mahato adopted a deflant attitude. Apart from the evidence of Anil Bowri, the 
evidence of these 3 witnesses is sufficient for the finding of the Enquiring Om 
cers that the charges had been proved against Raju Mahato . 

7 . Raju Mahato himself stated at the enquiry that one tub was found over 
turned and its contents scattered on the tram line, and that he asked the in 
charge babu to allow him to load half tub from the scattered coal as he had 
cut i ) tubs, and that the Incharge babu asked for Re. 1 / - for sweets and Raju 
Mahato refused to give him Re . 1 / - and cut a further amount of coal himself to 
complete his second tub . One of the defence witneses , namely Mohd . Mia sup 
ported the statement of Raju Mahato . but the other defence witness Sitaram 
Pasmon did not support that statement and said that the dispute between Raju 
Mahato and the incharge babu was quite different, namely that the incharge 
babu had merely refused permission and said that he could do nothing 11 the 
coal cut by Raju Mahato did not All his tub . The witness however said that 
there was some quarrel between the incharge babu or Munshi babu and Raju 
Mahato after that. The Enquiring Officers considered the defence evidence 
and rejected the defence version and accepted the version of management s 
witnesses. A tribunal does not sit in appeal over the finding of the Enquiring 
Officers provided there is some evidence to support the finding. Accordingly , 
though Raju Mahato repeated before the Tribunal that the Munshi babu had 
asked for Re. 1 / - from him and threatened that he would complain if he did 
not give Re, 1 / - to the Munshi babu , and denied having cut the pillar , that is 
no reason for holding that the domestic enquiry was not properly conducted . 
"But it may be pointed out that this story about the munghi babu or incharge 
babu having asked for Re. / - 1 as bribe did not occur in the reply . Ext. 2 , which 
was given by Raju Mahato to the chargesheet nor does it occur in the written 
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statement Aled by the union on behalf of the workman . Though the written 
statement was necessarily filed long after the enquiry , it is clear that the 
union also did not give much importance to the allegation of the munshi babu 
having asked for a bribe . In any case , therefore, there is no reason for the tri 
bunal to interfere with the order of dismissal which was based on the report 
and recommendation of the two officers holding the domestic enquiry . 

8 . I find therefore that the dismissal of Raju Mahato , Pick Miner of Toposi 
colliery , cannot be regarded as an act of victimisation and , therefore , the work 
man in question is not entitled to any relief .

2 . After reference of the matter to the Tribunal both the parties obtained 
extension of time for Aling their written statement. It was mentioned 
by Shri Keshab Banerlee, General Secretary of the Colliery Mazdoor 
Union that a talk of amicable settlement was going on . On 3rd January 1967 the 
parties appeared and filed Joint petition stating that the dispute had been settled 
according to the terms contained in the petition and that Kashi Bowrin , the female 
worker in question would be permitted to regume duties as soon as she reports and 
that the period of non employment would be considered as leave without pay . 
The worker in question being given the benefit of continuity of service . The term 
appear to be satisfactory to both parties.

AWARD 
This dispute was referred by the Government of India , Ministry of Labour , 
Imployment and Rehabilitation , as per Ref. No . 28 ( 118 ) / 65 - LR - IV dated 14th 
April 1966 to Sri O . V . Balaswami, former Industrial Tribunal . Madras. On my 
appointment as Industrial Tribunal it has been transferred to me for adjudica 
tion as per Order No. 28 (118 ) /65-LR - IV , dated 28th September 1966 . 

2 . The dispute is between the workmen and the management of M / s . New 
India Maritime Agencies ( Private ) Ltd ., Madras . It relates to the termination of 
the services of two of the workmen and to the non - implementation of the recom 
mendations of the Wage Board giving some interim relief to dock workmen . 

3 . M / s . New India Maritime Agencies (Private ) Ltd ., Madras, are steamer 
as well as clearing and forwarding agents at the Madras Port. On 30th Septem 
ber 1965 they terminated the services of two workers , viz ., Sarvashri T . Partham 
sarathy and T . N . Prabhakaran . The interim relief given by the Central Wage 
Board for port and dock workers at major ports was not implemented by this 
concern . Disputes arose . Conciliation proceedings failed . Consequently Govern 
ment of India have referred the same for adjudication . 
4 . The issues are as below : . 
( 1 ) Whether the management of the New India Maritime Agencies Private 

Ltd ., Madras , was justified in terminating the services of Sarvashri 
T . Parthasarathy and T . N . Prabhakaran with effect from the 30th 

September 1965 ? If not, to what relief the workmen are entitled ? 
(2 ) Whether the management of the New India Maritime Agencies Private 

Ltd ., Madras was justified in not paying dearness allowance and 
interim relief, as recommended by the Central Wage Board for Port 
and Dock workers at Major Ports to their workmen employed in 
the Harbour office ? If not, to what relief are the Workmen entitled ? 


5 . Issue No . 1. - - The union does not press the claim for reinstatement ad 
vanced on behalf of the two persons covered by this issue . They have filed a 
memorandum of settlement. The same is recorded . So Sarvashri T . Parthasa 
rathy and T . N . Prabhakaran are not entitled to the reinstatement prayed for . 
The settlement will from an annexure to this award . 

6 . Issue No . 2 .- Ex . W - 2 gives details about the recommendations of the Cen 
tral Wage Board . The Government of India , by their resolution - WB -21 ( 13) / 65 
dated 27th April 1965 accepted the recommendation as regards the interim relief 
with a direction to the employers to implement the same as early as possible 
(vide Ex . W - 1) . The management contends that their workers do not come with 
in the ambit of these recommendations. They aver in paragraph 6 of their 
counter that they do not have at present any office in the Madras Harbour, that 
of the 11 persons who were employed in the Harbour office , 5 have been absorb 
ed in their office at No. 21, Sunkurama Chetty Street, that the other six are not 
in their service and that as such the recommendations of the Central Wage Boarry 
would not apply to these persons. It is also urged that they are mere steamer 
agents , outside the purview of the Central Wage Board recommendations. On 
these aspects they have not adduced any evidence . Paragraph 1 of Ex . W - 2 
refers to the employees who are governed by the recommendations. Dock workers. 
as defined , in the Dock Workers (Regulation of Employment) Act, 1948 come 
under Ex . W - 2 . Para I ( D ) of Ex . W - 2 relates to the employees engaged by the 
listed employers and Para I ( E ) covers employees of employers, other than Port 
authorities , Dock Labour Boards, Administrative Bodies, Listed employers and 
registered employers. It also includes employees engaged for handling cargoes 
in warehouses and transit sheds. Persons engaged in loading and unloading all 
cargoes in the dock areas also come under this clause . Dock worker as per 
Section 2 of the Act ( Act IX of 1948) is a person emploved or to be employed in 
or in the vicinity of , any port on work in connection with the loading, unloading . 
imovement or storage of cargoes , or work in connection with the preparation of 
ships or other vessels for the receipt or dischage of cagoes or leaving port . There 
is no evidence to show the closure of the office at the Madras Harbour or about 
the other facts adverted to in paragraph 6 of the counter of the management 
They have loading and unloading work in the harbour. Persons employed Car 
that purpose would come under the definition " dock worker” and when that is 
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the case they become entitled to the reliefs granted by the Central Wage Board . 
B . W - 3 shows that Messrs. South India Corporation Agencies ( Private ) Ltd ., 
engaged in similar work have implemented the recommendations. Therefore on 

sue No . 2 , I find that the workmen employed in the harbour office of this con 
cern are entitled to the dearness allowance and interim relief recommended by 
the Central Wage Board for port and dock workers at major Ports . 

7. There will be an award as indicated above with effect from the date of 
reference . Parties shall bear their costs .

2 . ( a ) Whether the management of the Port Trust , Visakhapatnam Port. 

were justified in issuing orders for stoppage (without cumulative 
effect ) of increments in respect of Sri D . Nookaraju , mobile crane 
driver, from the date of his next increment in February 1966 for a 

period of 6 months ? 

(b ) If not, to what relief is he entitled ? 
2 . Nookaraju who is mentioned in Issue 2 and Appalanarsiah who is mentioned 
in Issue 1 were respectively driver and greaser of mobile crane No. 12 in the IIIrd 
shift commencing from 10 P . M . on 2nd February 1962 . The duration of that shift was 
upto 6 A .M . on 3rd February . They had taken charge of the mobile crane and were 
moving out with it when the jib , which is the extended part of the crane , fouled 
the over -head telephone wires at the rear of the Traffic Manager s office . The 
wires had snapped . On a report made about it by the chargehand , Ramalinga 
swamy, the Disciplinary Authority , viz ., the Superintendent, Mechanical (since 
designated as Chief Mechanical Engineer ) issued charge - sheets " to Nookaraju and 
to Appalanarsiah on 21st February 1962 . It is stated in the charge - sheets that it 
was on account of their negligence that the over -head telephone wires had snapped . 
It is further stated that an enquiry was proposed to be held . In his explanation 
Nookaraju stated that there were azi : 9h: l on both sides and that therefore 
he could not see the wires . He alilac : ? : he was pre - occupied with negotiating 
the mobile crane along an arrow track between heaps of goods and merchandise 
on either side. In his explanation Appalanarasayya said that he was occupied 
with guiding the driver through the narrow passage referred to and that moreover 
the night was dark and that nothing was visible . He said that he did not fail m 
this duty in guiding the driver in respect of the over -head wires . Both their 
explanations are dated 21st February 1962 . It is thus seen that the snapping of the 
wires by the jib Iuusing them is admitted in both the explanations. Therefore 
the Management dit wat nold an enquiry as such although in the charge - sheets It 
was stated that an enquiry would be held . By order dated 3rd April 1962 the 
Management directed that the cost of damage to the wires shall be recovered from 
their salary payable for the month of March in the proportion of 2 / 3rd and 1 / 3rd 
from Nookaraju and Appalanarsiah respectively . It is stated in that order ( Ex .M7) 
that it was mainly the responsibility of the driver to lower the jib and that in the 
event of the driver forgetting to do so it was the responsibility of the greaser to 
remind the driver that the jib should be lowered . It was , in that view , directed 
that the cost of the damage should be recovered in the proportion mentioned above . 
The cost of the damage was to be assessed by the Telegraph Department. The 
Management of the Port Trust had addressed that Department for furnishing the 
necessary assessment. It is not until such assessment is available that it could be 
known as to what would be the cost of repair or replacement, and what exactly 
is the amount each of the delinquent workers was to pay . The Management wait 
ed for nearly 3 years for receipt of reply from the Telegraph Department, but any 
such reply was not received. The Management had to give a finality to the mattar. 
Therefore by proceedings dated 5th February 1965 the Disciplinary Authority point 
ed out that the explanations earlier given by Nookaraju and Appalanarsiah were 
not satisfactory . By the said proceedings the Disciplinary Authority ordered that 
in the case of both Nookaraju and Appalanarsiah one increment shall be withhela 
(without cumulative effect) for a period of 6 months. Those proceedings say that 
the earlier order (Ex .M7) dated 3rd April 1962 by which the cost of damage was 
directed to be shared in a particular proportion was cancelled . Nookaraju did not

apical froni that subsequent videi lo the Chairman Port Trust. Appalanarsiab 
bad appealed , but his appeal was rejected . These are all admitled facis . 

3 . It is pointed out in lite ciais statemeiit that any enquiry was not held and 
that the second order daied Sth February 1905 py which one increment was with 
neld for six months was not preceded by fresh coarge memo or a show cause notice. 
It is further pointed out that while the earlier order dated 3rd April 1962 merely 
directed recovery of the cost of damage, the subsequent punishment which substi 
tuted the earlier order had the attendant disadvantage that the concerned workers 
would loose chances of promotion during the currency of the punishment. It is 
theretoze prayed that the order withholding increment should be set aside. 

4 . The Management filed counter to say that what was imposea upon tfic two 
respondents was a minor punishment, and that as the assessment of the cost of 
damage was not received from the concerned department the Disciplinary Authority 
nad substituted the ear ier order by the subsequent order withholding one Incre 
mont for a priod of six months without cumulative effect . It is urged that the 
Management could justifiably do so . 

5 . The Management examined one witness M . W . 1 . He is M . , Rowland Dennis 
Keane, Assistant Engineer, Mechnical, Port Trust, Visakhapatnam Port. Exs. M . ] 
to M 13 were marked on the side of the Monagement. The witness was cross - ex 
amined by Mr. Bhadram representing the Union . Any witnesses were not examined 
on the side of the claimants . Exs. W1 and W2 were marked on their side through 
M . W . 1 . Ex . Mi is the report of Ramalingaswamy the Chargehand , Mobile Cranea , 
about damage to the wires. Ex . Mi ( a ) is the letter from the Trallic Manager to the 
Mechanical Superintendent intimating to hir : ihat the report as above has been 
made . Ex . M1(b ) dated 2nd February is the explanalion given by Nookaraju to the 
Chargehand . Ex . Ml( c) is the explanation from Aupalanarsiah . It is same 08 
Ex . M2. EX M3 dated 21: t February 1962 is the chaige- sheet. Ex . M4 dated 7th 
March is the explanation which Nookaraju submitted in answer to the charge- sheet . 
A . M5 is the charge- sheet to Appalanarsiah and Ex. MO is his explanation to it. 
Ex . M7 dated 3rd April is the order from the Disciplinory Authority by which the 
cost of damage was directed to be recovered froni Nokaraju and Appulanarsiah in 
the proportion of 2 / 3rd and 1 / 3rd . Ex , M8 dated 1011 November 1959 is the standing 
instructions to drivers and greasers of the Mobile Crancs hringing to their notice 
that it is part of their duty and responsibility to see that the jib is cleared of all 
over-hcad wires and other obstry; ction . That Cirrular is acvledood hy as many 
a 70 workers who are either drivers or greasers of mobile cranes . No. 14 signatory 
A Nookaraju the driver , and No. 74 signatory is Appalanarsiah the greaser . Exs : 
M9 and M9 ( a ) are the subsequent proceedings by which one increment was with 
held for six months. Ex . M10 dated 29th March 1962 is in respect of a driver 
Suryanarayanaraju from whom Rs. 48 / - being the cost of repairs to a telephone 
post was recovered because his neg igent driving of a mobile crane had caused 
damage to that post. Ex . M11 dated 27th January 1965 is an instance of a rubsti. 
tuted punishment of in the Instant case . Ex . M12 is Central Civil Services Classi 
acation , Control and Appeal) Rules 1957. Those Rules were applicable to the Port 
employees upto 29th February 1984 on which date the Port Trust was constituted , 
Thereafter the Port Trust had its own Regulations. They are és per Ex . M13 . It 
is like the Standing Orders of an industrial establishment. The Regu ations as per 
8 . M13 are , more or less, on the same lines as the Rulcs as per Ex . M12 . Ex . WI 
he copy of letter dated 19th July 1960 from the Ministry of Home Affairs in which , 
among others , it is stated that a Government Servant whose increment has been 
withheld should not be promoted during the currency of the penalty cven though 
he is considered suitable for promotion in spite of the penalty . It will be noted 
that the Central Civil Services (Classification Control & Appeal) Rules were appli 
cable to the Port Employees upto 29th February 1964 . This fact is admitted by 
KW . 1 . Ex . W2 is certificate løsued by MW , 1 that Appalangrsiah has passed trade 
tort for the post of Grade II Driver. That trade test was held on 31st December 
1964. At that time Appalanarslab was mobile crane driver in Grade TII . That 
beans by then he had been promoted from his earlier post as greaser . 

6 . It will be noticed that the question in both the issues in th : rasm is whether 
the action of the Management of the Port Trust in awarding punishinint of with 
holding one increment for a period of 6 months (without cumulative ellect ) in 
respect of Nookaraiu and Adnalanarglah was justined The Management had done 
that as per ETS, M9 and M9( a ) both dated 5th February 1985 Ex . M9 being in 
respect of Anpalanarglah and Ex. Moa) belng in respect of Nookara 11. As stated 
hy M . W . 1 moralanarsish had hy then been already promoted as Junior mobile 
Tane driver in the pay scale of Rs. 110 – 3 – 155, the annual increment Heing Rs 3 / 
That increment for six months compa to Rs. 18 / -. At that time Nankoraju was in 
the nav scale of Rs, 125 — 3 — 131 - EP4 – 163, and was pagaring the hasic nav of 
Rs 1477 - Thnt being so , bts increment was Rs. 11. Withholding nt in romant in 
his case for a period of six month , would come to Rs. 24 / Both the amounts put 
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together would come to Rs. 42 / - Perhaps that could be said to be the maximum 
cost of damage to the over-head wires, although the Telegraph Department did not 
communicate any assessment in respect thereof in spite of the Management of the 
Port Trust waiting for it nearly three years . Neither Nookaraju nor Appalanarsial 
had appealed from that earlier order Ex . M7 dated 3rd April passed by the Disch 
plinary Authority directing recovery of the cost of the damage from them in the 
propotion of 2 / 3rd and 1 / 3rd . They were quite content to pay in that ratio when 
ever called upon to do so after the assessment was done. 

7. As I said , the total of Rs. 42 / - as a result of withholding of increments for a 
period of six months would perhaps be maximum cost of the damage to the over 
head wires. But the question is whether the action of the Management in substi 
tuting punishment ay per Exs. M9 and M9( a ) for the order as per Ex , M7 was just 
Aed . The argument of Mr. Pardasaradhi the representative of the Management by 
that the subsequent orders as per Exs , M9 and M9( a ) had to be passed because thy 
Telegraph Department did not send an assessment report although the Management 
had waited for it for nearly three years , and that since the total amount of Rs. 42 / 
by way of withholding of one increment for a period of six months from Nookaraju 
and Appalanarsiah would more or less be equal to the cost of the demage , the action 
of the Management was justified in passing those subsequent orders. He pointed 
out that financially it did not make any difference to the two workmen . On the 
other hand the contention of Mr. Bhadram is that the action of the Management 
was not justifled because the substituted punishment could mar the prospects of 
Nookaraju and Appalanarsiah for promotion when time came to consider their 
suitability for promotion , although promotion from one grade to a higher grade is 
not as of right. Mr. Bhadram pointed out that in that view a fresh charge memo 
should have been served with a show cause notice why a substituted punishment 
should not be imposed . Purely from a financial point of view perhaps there war 
not much difference between the earlier order as per Ex . M7 and the subsequent 
orders as per Exs. M9 and M9( a ). If that was alone the consideration , then I would 
not be justified in interfcring with the action of the Management. But if however 
the consequence could be that the concerned worker would be deprived of chances 
of promotion , then a different concept is involved because promotion during the 
currency of the punishment is not given . There is thus this basic and fundamental 
difference between the two sets of orders. We have Ex . Wi which is a copy of 
letter dated 19th July 1966 from Ministry of Home Affairs in which , among others , 
It is stated that a Government Servant whose increment has been withheld should 
not be promoted during the currency of the penalty even though he is considered 
suitable for promotion in spite of the penalty . It will be noted that the Central 
Civil Service (Classification , Control & Appeal) Rules were applicable to the Port 
Employees upto 29th February 1964 and that the Regulations that followed were on 
the same Ines as the Rules. It seems to me that Appalanarislah did lose chance for 
promotion because of the currency of the punishment in respect of withholding of 
one increment for six months. Admittedly as seen from Ex W2 Appalanarsiah had 
passed trade test so as to quality to be promoted as Grade II driver. This is what 
M . W . 1 gtated in his cross -examination . 


• If in February 1965 two or three posts of Grade - II drivers were vacant, I 

am not sure about it. I am not quite sure if any of the juniors d 
Appalanarsiah were promoted as Grade - II drivers in February 1905 
I cannot say if the promotion of Appalanarsiah as Grade - II " driver 
was held back because he was punished by stoppage of increment. 
As Assistant Engineer, Mechanical, all the papers pass through me. 


The witness cannot surely get away with the expression , " I am not quite ure " to 
the important questions put by Mr. Bhadram in cross - examination , Surly tho 
witness ought to know and return a positive answer instead of saying " I am not 
quite sure " . All the concerned papers passed through him because he was 
Assistant Enginec ", Mechanical. Quite obviously the witness was at pains not 
to admit that in February 1965 some juniors of Anpalanarasayva were promoted 
as Grade - II drivers . Had that order as per Ex , M9 nated 5th February 1965 not 
been passed , it was possib r that he would have been promoter as driver in 
Grade- II berause earlier in December 1964 he had passed the requisite trade test 
So it seeins to me that this suhstituted punishment had affected the chances of 
Appalanarsiah s promotion to Grade - II driver . Even if in point of fact Appala 
narsiah did not lose any surh phence , it would not make any difference broouse 
there was the atinnent dichility of his losing such 2 chance when the parlier 
order as per Ex . M7 was substituted hv thn aubsequent order Ex. MO Withhelling 
increments for a period of six months . There is that letter from the Ministry 
of Home Affairs ritecting that during the currency of such & Dunishment an 
employee should not be promoted although in spite of the penalty he fa considered 
fil for promotion . It is this attendant disadvantage or disability that would make 
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all the difference . There was no such attendant disadvantage or disability in 
being inerely called upon to pay the cost of damage to the wires. Once that was 
paid the matter would end there, and the slate is , su to say, orice mo e quite clean . 

Therefore it is not open for Mr, Pardasarathi to contend that it did not really 
make much difference from the financiai point of view . It was therefore neces 
sary that a show cause notice should have been issued to both Nookaraju and 
Appalanarsiah before the substituted punishment was adopted. If the Telegraph 
Department delayed in sending its assessment of the derage , the Management of 
the Port Trust could itself have made its own assessment of the damage because 
such assessment just involved a matter of few rupees and did not involve any 
elaborate calculation , The damage was negligible. Probably the whole thing 
would have worked out at not more than Rs. 40 / - . I therefore hold unler: both 
the issues that the action of the Management in imposing the penalty of with 
hoding of increments as per Exs, M9 and M9( a ) in substitution of the earlier 
order as per Ex . M7 was not justified , 


8 . But the question is what is the relief to which Nookaraju and Appalanarslab 
would be entitled . I have earlier pointed out that Nookaraju ang 
Appalanarsiah did not appeal from the earlier order Ex , M7. It would appear 
they were quite willing to pay the cost of damage in the proporlion of 2 / 3rd and 
1 / 3rd . But it had not been assessed . The damage to the over -head wires IN 
admitted because of the negligence in not lowering the jib while on the move 
Mr. Bhadram contended that there could not be any negligence on the part of the 
greaser Appalanarsiah although there could be said to be negligence oil the part 
of the driver Nookaraju because it is the driver who operates the lovers and the 
machinery in the mobile crane by which the jib is lowered or hoisted . At first 
look it seemed that there could not be any negligence on the part of the greaser 
because it is not he who operates the machinery connected with the jib . But I 
do not think that I can accept this particular contention from Mr. Bhadram on 
behalf of Appalanarsiah . At no time, neither in the earlier explanations nor in 
the statement of claims Aed here , had Appalanarsiah Taiged the plea that negli 
gence could not also be attributed to him . In his earlier explanation he said that 
the night was very dark and that the efore he could not see the wires and that 
for that reason any charge of negligence could not be brought home to him . That 
was the stand taken , and not that it was no part of his reponsibility of the grea 
ser to remind the driver that the jib had to be lowered while on the move lest 
it should foul any over -head wires . There is Ex , M8 dated 10th November 1959 
which is standing instructions to drivers and greasers that it was their duty to 
see that the jib is cleared of all over -head wires and other obstructiong, A 
many as 76 drivers and greasers had acknowledged that circular by signing it 
It is not for me to say whether any responsibility in this behall would also be 
on the greasers , but actually the position is that there is such a responsibility on 
the greasers also as per the circular Ex . M8. Of course the main responsibility 
has to be of the driver. There would be lesser responsibility on the greaser . That 
there is such a difference in the matter of that responsibility is seen from the 
tact that as per Ex . M7 2 / 3rd of the cost of damage is ordered to be recovered 
from the driver and 1 / 3rd from the greaser . 


9 . Now the question is what is the relief to be granted to Nookaraju and 
Appalanarsish . The orders as per Ex . M9 and M9 ( a ) are set aside because they 
are not justified . I dircct that the carlier order Ex . M7 by which the cost of the 
damage was directed to be recovered in the proportion of 2 / 3rd and 1 / 3rd from 
Nookaraju and Appalanarsiah be restored and enforced . There is however this 
fact that the assessment of damage had not been done. There is no need now to 
direct the Management to do it now . That is easily done by me. As per Ex . M10 
a sum of Rs. 48 / - was recovered from Suryanarayana . that being the cost of re 
pairs to a telephone post which had been damage by his negligent driving of 

mobile crane, The damage to the over -head wires said to be two in number , 
would be much less than that. I would fix it at Rs. 36 / - . Out of it the Manage 
ment shall recover Rs. 24 / - from Nookaraju and Rs. 12 / - from Appalanarsiah . 
These are my findings under the two issues . 


Award passed accordingly .

This adjudication relates to an industrial dispute between the Employers - 
relation to the Calcutta Licensed Measurers , Calcutta and the workmen over the 
following matter : 

SCHNULE 
Whether the workmen are entitled to an additional Banus in 1969 over and 

above 14 months basic salary already paid . 
This reference was made on the joint application of both the aforesaid partie 
to the dispute under Section 10 ( 2 ) of the Industrial Disputes Act . The reference 
was originally made to a Tribunal constituted under Section 7A of the Industrie 
Disputes Act with Shri S . N . Guha Roy as the Presiding Officer by an Order of 
the Government of India , in the Ministry of Labour and Employment, being Order 
No . 28 / 32 /64 / LRIV ( S . O . 3213 ) dated 27th August, 1964 . Subsequently the pro 
ceedings in relation to the said dispute were withdrawn from the said Tribunal 
and transferred to this Tribunal constituted with myself as the Presiding Office 
for adjudication by another Order of the Government of India , in the Ministry at 
Labour and Emp oyment, being Order No. 28 /41 /64 /LRIV dated 14th September , 
1964 with the direction that this Tribunal should proceed with the said proceed 
hags from the stage at which these were transferred and dispose ot the same 
aecording to low . This Order of transfer was passed under Section 33B ( 1 ) rend 
with Section 7A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 

After receipt of the aforesaid order of transfer of the pending adjudication 
proceedings in relation to the present dispute before the Tribunal constituted with 
Shri S . N Guha Roy as the Presiding Officer, this Tribunal started its own pro 
ceedings. Notices were issued to all the concerned parties . The parties appeared 
and fled their respective written statements regarding the issue referred for 
adjudication . 

Preliminary 
After necessary preliminary proceedings and some adjournments taken by the 
parties, some on the ground that the parties were trying for an amicable settlem 
ment, the case was finally fixed for hearing before this Tribunal on 28th Decem 
ber , 1966 . On that date joint petition of compromise together with a Memoran 
dum ol Settlement WR filed before this Tribunal stating that the partics had 
come to an amicable settlement of the dispute in terms of the Merrorandum of 
Settlement and praying for an award in terms of the Settlement. The 
joint petition and the Memorandum of Settlement are signed by two 
Employer s Representatives and four employees Representatives of the

four employees Representatives , who have signed the joint petition and the Memo 
randum of Settlement, two are Representatives of Calcutia Licensed Measurers 
Employees Union , one is a Representative of Calcuita Port and Dock Wo:kerg 
Union and another is Representative of National Union of Waterfront Workers . 
In the Order of Reference , the workmen were shown us represented by the Cal 
autta Licensed Measurers Employces Union , Benga Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry Indian Statt Association (Clerical Statl ) , Calcutta Port and Dock 
Workers Union and the National Union of Dock Labour. Of these four Uniona, 
dhe Arst and the third , the Calcutta Licensed Measurers Employees Ujon and 
the Calcutta Port and Dock Workers Union are clearly parties to the joint peti 
Hon and Memorandum of Settlement. Bengal Chamber of Commerce and Indus 
try Indian Staff Association ( Clerical Staff ) is not a party to the joint petition 
and Memorandum of Settlement. This Union has however , not opposed this 
vettlement. The other Union , which is a party to the joint petition and Memo 
candum of Settlement, ls National Union of Waterfront Workers , No Union on 
this exact name is mentioned in the Order of Reference but there is mention of 
National Union of Dock Labour. It is difficult to say whether National Union of 
Waterfront Workers is the same as National Union of Dock Labour. In any 
que, National Union of Dock Labour has not also appeared to oppuse the settle 
ment. The two main representative unions are the Calcutta Liconscd Measuren 

employees Union and the Calcutta Port and Dock Workers Union . It is to be 
noted that the dispute relates to the workers and the employees of the Calcutta 
Licensed Measurers, Considering all the above facts and circumsiances I yccept 
the joint petition and the Memorandum of Settlement as showing a real and 
bona fide settlement of the dispute pending adjudication in this case with the 
exprss consent of Employer and the concerned employers acting through their 
two main Unions, the Calcutta Licensed Measurers Employees Union and the 
Calcutta Port and Dock Workers Union and without any objection of opposition 
from the other Unions named in the Order of Reference . The terms 18 actinent 
also appear to be quite fair , reasonable and lawful, Accordin - ly I accent the 
joint petition and Memorandum of Settlement and I would make a compromise 
award in terms of the Memorandum of Settlement as prayed for in he joint peti 
ton .
